In convention at Doylestown on Monday 


about 2,000 Republicans, 
representing 


every district in the county, declined for 
harmony. This they did by nominating 
the present members of Assembly for that 
office and Joseph W. Shelly for District 
Attorney. There was some opposition, 
but it was not serious from the fact that 
the opponents of the Assemblymen had no 
organization. 
Many districts 
deemed 


solidly arrayed against Messrs. Winner, 
WHkinson and Edwards turned in for them. 
The chief figure in the opposition to the 
Assemblymen was William C, Mayne, of 
Bristol township, and while Republicans 
throughout the county aie glad that Mr. 
Mayne is taking an active interest in his 
party, they felt that he was a little too 
conspicuous for a new-comer, especially 
in this particular instance, so they turned 
him down. There were rather exciting 
scenes in the convention when Mr. Mayne 
desired to kill a motion made by Harry J. 
Shoemaker to the effect that all resolu- 
tion's be referred to the committee. 
Mr. 


Mayne had a resolution to otter, binding 
the candidates to attend caucus at Harris- 
burg, but his purpose was defeated and 
the resolution was not heaid of again. 
The opponents of the Assemblymen pre- 
sented Calvin S. Heckler, Quakertown; ex- 
sheriff 
Alonzo 
Nicholas, 
Doylestown, 


and William C. Mayne, Bristol township, 
as their candidates. Nicholas was ically 
not a candidate, as ho announced publicly 
in the morning that he would not enter 
tho contest. 
On Tuesday morning he 


stated thut he was ieady to take off his 
cout and work in every district for the 
nominees. The three candidates of the 
Quay faction carried eleven districts «p a 
full ticket, but some pf them received 
complimentary votes as individuals. John 
L. DuBois, Quay candidate for District 
Attorney, carried seven districts. Mr. Du- 
BO!B, it will be remembered, wtfs the auth- 
or of the Quay circular sent out some 
time ago. It is believed that most of the 
Republicans arrayed against the Assem- 
blymen will support them at the polls.

But to return to the point. On Saturday trip to Doylestown, 
a simple appeal from the decision of the 
nhair was refused and after Mr. Mayne 
had protested it was necessary that Mr. 
Eastburn should make a speech of apolo- 
gy for the chairman and explained that 
this departure from ordinary parliament- 
ary usage was due to the mass system 
which made the observance of ordinary 
pailiamentury rules unpractii;able. That 
Mr. Mayne was clearly within his rights 
in this instance there is no doubt but Mr. 
Eostburn's contention as to the impracti- 
cability of an appeal was sustained, as it 
should have been under the circumstances 
on the ground of expediency. There is 
an absurd practice under the present sys- 
tem that should be done away with in any 
case; that is the naming of the members of 
the committee on resolutions and the place 
and time of meeting of the various delega- 
tions by the county committeemon in op- 
en session. 
This occupies the greater 


part of the time of the first session, and 
is of no interest to the convention general- 
ly. The same result could be attained 
and much time saved by having this work 
done before the morning session, report 
being made to the county chairman by 
each committeeman upon hia arrival.

Th< Republicans of Bucks county met 


in mass convention on Monday and nomi- 
nated a ticket that should be unitedly sup- 
ported at the polls in November.

Kansas in 1859, and in 1861 the head of 
the household died. 
The future governor 


of Washington, being the eldest son, took 
upon himself the responsibility of caring 
for the farm, and did it well In 1874 he 
went to Washington and to Seattle in the 
fall of the same year.

The next year 


brought the incorporation of the Washing- 
ton Iron Works, of which Mr. Frink is still 
president and manager. He served as 
member of the school board for five years 
and in the city council tw^gears. In 1891 
he was elected to reprei«8Pn,he Twenty- 
fifth senatorial district and was re-elected 
in 1895.

This is not the case 
with a clipped dollar, which is a legiti- 
mate object of dread; and if the govern- 
ment should wed itself to the "16 to 1" 
feature in Bryanism, that would be the 
character of the offspring. 
We now have 


the gold standard, the vital bed-rock of/ 
univeisal enterprise, and we do not want 
thitt financial policy which predicts decay. 
Is act prosperity worthy of consideration? 
What relation does this bear to the gold 
standard? What relation does it bear tok 
tho free coinage of silver on a debased 
reckoning? Imperialism, with its vague 
meaning, sinks into insignificance 
in 


comparison with the tangible things that 
should bestir our thoughts and call forth 
our energies. Prosperity is not to be ig- 
nored, nor are the causes which lead to 
prosperity to be set aside and made to take 
i subordinate place while the jugglery of 
imperialism goes on. The hollow babble 
ibout this dreamy moonshine, however 
jigh-flown the words may be, is fur from 
Deing as eloquent as the solid reality of a 
lull dinner-pail.

to be led captive by a false light or some 
will o' the wisp, but would raf her be 
guided by the lamp of experience in paths 
of wisdom that lead to a happy and pros- 
perous home life.

Immense Apple Yield. 


According to estimates based on re- 


ports from all parts of the United 
States the apple crop this fall will be one 
of unusual size. Unless some uaforseen 
accident occurs, the crop will amount to 
about 100 million barrels. 


This is about three times the crop of 


last year, which was considered a pretty 
heavy crop, compared with the average 
of former years. 
But this is not the only 


wonderful thing about the year 1900, as 
far as this fruit crop is concerned. Hereto- 
foie a heavy crop in the eastern states 
was always accompanied by a failuie of 
the crop in the west, and vice versa. 


This year, however, the crop will be 


heavy both east and west. 
Europe also 


is looking forward to a heavy crop, and it 
will not be surprising to see a big slump 
in the price of this fruit. 


Twenty years ago New York state sup- 


plied the whole country and partly the 
markets of Europe with apples, but today 
the output of New York state would not 
be nearly sufficient to supply the demand. 


A large part of the apple crop goes to 


supply the tables of the ocean liners, but 
the largest puichasers in the market out- 
side the apple eating public, ore the 
large pie factories. 
The best prices for 


apples are obtained in the months of De- 
cember, March, April and May. In the 
summer there is little demand for this 
fruit, as berries and melons monopolize 
the maiket. 


New Trolley to Willow Grove. 


The rumors whicji were current con- 


cerning the intention of the Union TJrac- 
on Company, of Philadelphia, were plan- 
ning to build nn electric railway from 
Germantown and Chestnut Hill to Wil- 
low Giove Park, haa been confirmed by 
granting of a charter at Harrisburg on 
Thursday to the Philadelphia, Glonside 
and Willow Giove 
Railway Company, 


Philadelphia, to build a line through 
Cheltenham and Abington township, Mont- 
gomery county, a distance of six milea. 
The capital stock is $100,000, and the 
President is William T. B. Roberts, the 
well-known 
builder, 
who resides 
at 


Ogontz. 


Mr. Roberts is known to represent the 


Elkins and Widener interests in the real 
estate operations at 
Ogontz, Glenside 


and Willow Grove. 
Last week he took 


title to the C. H. R. Trieble's farm ai Wil- 
low Grove for the purpose of completing 
tlie right of way for the new trolley line, 
which will run upon 
pnvate property 


through Cheltenham and Abington town- 
ship giving Willow Grove Park another 
outlet to Philadelphia. 
The line will run 


neaily parallel with the Plank Road turn- 
pike, and would have used the thorough- 
fare but for opposition of Millionaire Har- 
rison, of Glenside, who has secured control 
of the pike and is opposed to a trolley 
line passing his handsome property. Sev- 
eral months ago the almost 
complete 


right of way to Glenside was obtained. 
From that point the route is thiongh 
Glenside farms, Hillside cemetery, and 
private property near Hillside, then to 
the Willow 
Grove properties 
already 


owned by the traction syndicate. 
It is 


hoped to ha\e the line in opeiation next 
Bummer.
